Berlin, March 30.—The Government has entered into negotia¬ 
tions with Cohn, the Independent Socialist leader, with a view to 
modifying the ultimatum to the Ruhr workers' army, as it was 
pointed out that if the workers were driven to desperation they 
might flood the mines and destroy the blast furnaces.

The j 
plebiscite should*be in the simplest form. It is 
essential that the Government guard against the 
submission of a series of complicated questions. 
The referendum of 1916 was a new experience 
for British Columbia and the measure upon which 
the people voted was at best an experiment. Nor 
must it be forgotten, moreover, that not a small 
seetiou of the electorate marked its ballot with 
the vague idea that the question was part ot a 
series of measures incidental t«> war time. The 
i taking of the soldiers’ vote and the deplorable 
sequel added to the general dissatisfaction among 
those who had no desire to see such an extensive 
alteration in the liquor laws of the Province. 

Latter day developments, however, have 
taught the people a great deal. There is a genuine 
desire all round to see an end to the present 
anomalous condition. Nevertheless, there can be 
no guarantee of an improvement unless prohibi¬ 
tionist and moderationist alike agree to accept the 
will of the people as reflected by the result of the 
next appeal: 'lienee, if the “dry” advocates fail 
to carry the day they must make the best of it and 
assist the Government to administer a regulated 
business, and if the moderationist is disappointed 
he, too, must bow to the popular verdict and gov¬ 
ern hjmself accordingly. 

It will be the duty of the public at large to 
give its inoral support to the enforcement of what¬ 
ever law is accepted.as to any other statute law 
of the Province.

• An Ottawa dispatch a few days ago aunouuced 
that certain amendments to the B. X. A. Act were 
under consideration bv the Dominion and Prov¬ 
inces. The nature of those changes was not indi¬ 
cated in the dispatch, but a recent discussion in 
the House of Commons disclosed the basis of the 
report. During tile debate on the ratification of 
the Bulgarian Treaty Mr. Mackenzie King pointed 
out that it would be more in harmony with Can¬ 
ada's status as a self-governing country if the 
power to amend the Canadian constitution in cer¬ 
tain matters which may be agreed upon by the 
Dominion and Provincial authorities, rested in the 
Dominion Parliament. The Minister of Justice 
concurred in that opinion and announced that he 
already had taken the question up with the legal 
authorities of the various Provinces.

The value of the Salmon fisheries to British 
Columbia and, therefore, the desirability of

The valfle of the salmon 
produced since 1895 was four times the Prov¬ 
ince's bonded debt. 

“Take the amount of taxes paid by the sal¬ 
mon industry last year to the Province, and this 
tax does not4 include any profits tax or income 
tax, but simply license tax and ‘tax per case,’ the 
salmon people paid ovej $100,000 into the Pro¬ 
vincial Treasury, or, in'other words, the salmon 
license tax paid 10 per cent, of the carrying 
charge of the bonded debt of the Province. 

“By these figures you can see that if these 
salmon fisheries are depleted it means that every 
taxpayer in this Province will immediately have 
to find 10 per cent, more taxes. 

“Aglitn, from another angle, the salmon 
fisheries of this Province paid the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments over $350,000-in taxes 
last year, exclusive of any profits or income tax.

He felt that J 
Dr. King had exhibited undue 
elation over hl9 programme of ex¬ 
penditures which the Government 
proposed to carry out. With the! 
Dominion Government contributing a ' 
large amount and the municipalities 
swelling it still more, Mr. M&cKenzie 
Intimated to the House that the bal¬ 
ance very largely would be made up 
by the varied additional imposts pro¬ 
posed by the Minister of Finance. 

Education. 

The member for Delta could see ; 
but little merit In the comparisons 
advanced in connection with educa¬ 
tional matters as between the Pro¬ 
vince of British Columbia and those 
of the Prairies. He declared that Dr. 
Mac Lean had failed to tell the Legis¬ 
lature the difference in conditions in 
this Province and thbse to the East 
of the Rockies. And other clauses 
contained in the amendments to the 
Public Schools Act suggested to the 
mind of the speaker a transference of 
the whole of the school system of [ 
British Columbia from its present, 
more or less safe condition to the L 
realm of party politics. Mr. Mac- j 
kenzie drew his inspiration for this 
phase of his long address from the I 
power vested in the Minister *>f! 
Education by the new measure in ; 
connection with the granting o^certi- j 
ficates to school teachers. He passed 
on, however, without a logical ex¬ 
planation of his conclusions. 

The University. 

“This is a sort of a homeJess ] 
orphan,” commented the member for 
Delta as he proceeded to urge the 
Minister of Education either to “take j 
the British British Columbia Uni¬ 
versity and do something with It” or 
try and forget all about It. 

In the varied selection of topic 
dealt with Mr. MacKenzie dived into 
a lengthy dissertation upon the ? 
legality, or otherwise, of the Advisory 
Board of the Women’s Institutes 

The speaker wound up his ad¬ 
dress with the hope that the House 
had not become too gloomy during 
the course of his remarks. 

, Mr. Yorston. 

J. M. Yorston, Government member 
for Cariboo, continued the debate and 
expressed himself in glowing terms 
as amply satisfied with the excellent 
manner in which the Minister of 
Finance had accounted for his 
stewardship. He was of the opinion 
that British Columbia should con¬ 
sider herself forunate in the knowl-. 
edge that her credit had recovered in 
such a remarkable fashion. 

The P.G.E. 

Representing that section of the 
Province more vitally concerned In 
railway development, Mr. Yorston 
spent a good deal of time in dealing 
with the construction of the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway. He elabor¬ 
ated upon the details of the various 
engineering proposals and the lack 
of practical foresight which had j 
marked the locating of the route 
northwurds, now changed after in- 1 
vestlgation by the Premier and the 
Chief Engineer of the Department df 
Railways. He expressed the hope 
that the Government would go ahead 
and construct the line into the Peace 
River district and that the feeling 
that the P.G.E. was a "white 
elephant” would pass as It was en¬ 
abled to demonstrate to the public at 
large its capabilities as an earning 
asset 

Agriculture. 

Agricultural matters likewise com¬ 
manded the attention of the Cariboo 
member and in his advocacy of 
aggressive rural development he re¬ 
ferred in detail the various phases of 
the Government's activities in this 
connection. He looked for the day 
when there would be a large curtail- 
’ment in the amount expended an¬ 
nually, in imported foodstuffs. 

J. W. Jones, Opposition member 
^for South Okanagan, adjourned the 
'J debate. 

Prohibition. 

The debate on the second reading 
of the bill to amend the British Co¬ 
lumbia Prohibition Act was called at 
11.25 p.m., the Leader of the Opposi¬ 
tion having adjourned the debate in 
the afternoon. Mr. Bowser had de¬ 
parted for home a few minutes 
earlier, however, and the Premier 
asked that the order stand until To¬ 
morrow.

munity to the south, leading to the 
American boundary and affording 
connection with the American high¬ 
way leading into Spokane.

Projected Roadway. 

The Minister dealt at considerable 
length with a large number of pro¬ 
jected roadways, more or loss depen¬ 
dent upon emergent circumstances, 
and he assured the Legislature that 
in carrying out Its Public Works pro¬ 
gramme the Government was fully 
seized with that very significant fact¬ 
or. the high cost of labor and ma¬ 
terial. The Government also re¬ 
alized. however, that the work was 
of such importance to the future de¬ 
velopment of the Province that hesi¬ 
tation should not hinder the carrying 
out of that programme for the funda¬ 
mental reason that settlement was 
largely dependent upon highway 
transportation.

Following collision with the steamship Prince Albert the 
steamship Prince John is lying beached in an exposed position in 
four and a half fathoms of water at Deadtree Point, (jneen Char¬ 
lotte Islands. Doth vessels are owned hy the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Steamship Company. 

When the news of the accident reached Captain t. H. Nicholson, 
manager of the (!. T. P. coast steamships at Vancouver, he in¬ 
structed the Pacific Salvage Company, of Victoria, to go to the aid 
of the beached vessel. The salvage steamship Algerine accordingly 
left port this forenoon for the scene of the collision. 

The Prince John, Captain Moore house, was southbound last 
night when she was struck by the northbound Prince Albert, in 

command of Captain II. L. Robison._ 

Passengers Transferred. 

Both ships carried freight and pas- 
•engvrn. the Prince John having the 
larger number, and immediate steps 
were taken to transfer the passen¬ 
gers from the stricken ship to the 
Prince Albert. This, according to 
telegraphic information received l>y 
Captain C. H. Nicholson, was ac¬ 
complished without mishap. The 
Prince Albert then-assisted the sink¬ 
ing Prince John toward the shore 
and she was finally beached in 27 
feet.

John was built in England in 1910. 
and launched under the name of 
Amethyst, for the Clem Line. She 
left Glasgow for Vancouver in 1911. 

She is a steel ship, 905 tons. 185 feet 
long, with accommodations for about 
forty passengers. 

The Prince Albert was launched in 
England in 1892 as the steamship 
Bruno. She is 282 teet long and 1,015 
tons.

Difficulty Will Be Faced in 
Marketing Cheaper 
Grades 


According to reports from the 
Mainland on the views of salmpn can- 
ners, British Couumbia’s salmon out¬ 
look this year is not promising, chief¬ 
ly because 192ft will he an off season 
for the sockeye in the North and ow¬ 
ing to the difficulty of marketing the 
cheaper grades, such as chums and 
pinks'. 

The run of sockeye on the Skeena 
River last year was the best in a de¬ 
cade and the canneries put down a 
record pack. 

The cheaper grades of salmon will 
not be canned very extensively this 
year owing to the poor prospect of 
marketing them in the Old Country. 
Some 200.000 cases of chums from 
1919 are still unsold, and the markets 
in other countries, such as In South 
America, the Orient or South Africa 
have not been cultivated to the extent 
which would justify packing these 
fish in large quantities. 


DAY STEAMER TO 
SEATTLE 


Running into the full force of last 
night's gale the American steamship 
Sol Due, Captain C. Stevens, of the 
Puget Sound Navigation Company, 
experienced a rough time on the trip 
from Seattle to Victoria. As the lit¬ 
tle passenger steamer was laying a 
course for Port Angeles about 3 
o’clock thte morning a big sea flop¬ 
ped aboard, lifted the passenger 
gangway stowed on the fore-deck, 
and carried it through the base of the 
forward companion-ladder, com¬ 
pletely wrecking, it. 

The steamer dipped her nose into 
the big seas with great frequency 
during the height of the blow, and 
from alt accounts the passengers 
passed a most uncomfortable night.

When exchange began tts 
epochal decline a'*te4» months agOy a 
fiscal seal was placed on the gate which 
barred American copper producers from 
foreign markets. Inability to obtain 
credits here and the extremely high 
prices that they would be forced to pay 
as a result of the fall in exchange were 
a little too much for the foreign buyers 
and they were compelled to withdraw 
from the market. 

Operatlrq Only Half- Rat*. 

When the war came to an end great 
things were expected of the copper In¬ 
dustry. It was known that the Allied 
countries were in great need of the 
metal to aid in their rehabilitation. 
Plans for the electrification of railroads 
in all important countries of Europe 
were laid. All of them assured a large 
market for American copper producers. 
But when exchange rates went crashing 
prospects for foreign sales of metals 
dwindled along with them. 

As a result of that condition the cop¬ 
per producers are operating at about a 
60 per cent. rate. If the present plan 
works out as satisfactorily as its spon¬ 
sors expect, it is believed by many that 
within a year copper operations will be 
back to very nearly normal. Not only 
are Important copper interests behind 
the present scheme, it was said yester¬ 
day. but some of the biggest interna¬ 
tional banking houses are also said to be 
heavily interested in it.

Should N.ot Help Hospital Too 
Much, Lest Government 
Delay Action 


Appointment of five instructors to 
supervise Victoria’s public play¬ 
grounds was urged upon the City 
Council last night by the Victoria ami 
District Recreation Commission. 
The matter was left in the hands of 
the Estimates Committee. 

"The results obtained last year," 
the Commission’s letter declared, 
"although only for a short period and 
late in the season, certainly justified 
the expenditure. 

"This Commission now feels that 
they have demonstrated that play¬ 
ground supervision is a success-j-is a 
necessity; at the same time that it is 
a matter of public interest and public 
importance, and that the necessary 
expenditure should be borne by the 
city. 

"This Commission feels strongly 
in this matter as ever, but does not 
feel that they should be called upon 
to collect money to help defray the 
necessary expenditure. They are. 
however, prepared to co-operate ahd 
help further this undertaking in all 
other possible ways. 

“Thvy are prepared to organize and 
hold a big field day for the children 
in mid-summer and offer prizes for 
winners of races. They are also pre¬ 
pared to assist instructors or the

Arthur G. Price, City Health Officer, 
advised the City Council las* nlghL 
Effect of Change. 

"The Hospital Board proposes,” Dr. 
Price recalls, "that the city pay to 
the hospital the actual average per 
diem-cost for each Indigent patient 
less the per diem allowance made 
by the PrQvincial Government. 

"The per diem cost of each patient 
in 1919 was >3.06. 

"The Provincial Government al¬ 
lowance for each patient was 4F> 
cents for ordinary patients and >1.00 
for tuberculosis patients, the average 
being 63 cents per patient per diem 

“Had the proposed plan been in- j 
stituted last year, the amount of ■ 
per diem allowance for each city in¬ 
digent patient paid by the city would 
have been >2.43. The number of 
days' treatment of these patients be¬ 
ing 5,596, the total cost to the city i 
would have been >13,598.28. 

"The Hospital Board also proposes 
that the city pay 50 cents per diem for 
every patient who is not a city in- i 
digent and who has been resident in 
the city for thirty days previous to 
admission to hospital, excepting 
those who are admitted under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board and 
Military and Naval patients. 

"In 1919 the number of days that 
such nonrindigent patients were 
treated in the hospital amounting to 
15,866, the total cost to the city of 
these patients, at 50 cents per diem, 
would have been >7.933. The grand 
total cost of city indigent patients 
together with city resident patients 
who are nfit indigent, would have 
been >21.531.28. 

"The total amount paid by the 
city to the hospital last year was 
>15,000. 

To Exemplify Working. 

"I have taken last year’s hospital 
statistics to exemplify the working of 
the proposed scheme of finance. It 
is not possible even to guess how the 
scheme would work out his year, as 
the cost of all hospital requirements 
Is still mounting and the average per 
diem cost will probably be increased. 

"I am of the opinion that under the 
present conditions of hospital finance 
the city should pay the full per diem 
cost of its indigent patients, regard¬ 
less of the Provincial Government per 
diem allowance, and should not be 
called upon to pay towards the keep 
of other patients who are not indi¬ 
gent, and who should themselves pay 
adequate fees for their care and treat¬ 
ment in the hospital. 

"The scheme as proposed by the 
Hospital Board is one, which if car¬ 
ried out, would, doubtless, bring more 
money to the hospital, but I think 
an undue burden would be placed 
, upon the city. It appears to he only 
a half measure or one Intended to 
fill a gap. waiting for a more satis¬ 
factory and conclusive plan where¬ 
by the Provincial Government will, 
by special taxation, provide for the 
adequate support of all hospitals. 
There Is danger if the proposed 
scheme is reverted to. that it may de¬ 
lay the realization of the better one." 

This letter was laid on the table for 
a week in order that each alderman 
might peruse it as leisure.
